[Text_] The Thanh Hoa Provincial Border defense forces recently conducted a 
review of the “follow the example of Dinh Trong Lich, study Le The Bui and build 
border defenses that are strong in every respect" movenent. 


In this intense emulation movement, every agency, unit, cadre and soldier has 

had specific norms regarding each weakness, has developed upon their strengths and 
has successfully achieved the objectives of the campaign while building a strong 
border security defense line. The units recorded many achievements and completed 
the eight training lessons in border security work, tactics, military arts, 
supplementary training for platoon leaders, foreign languages and so forth for sore 
than 500 cadres, all of whom recorded good and above average grades (69-73 
percent recorded above average grades). [he border defense units in the mountains 
stood shoulder to shoulder with the local people ani cooperated with friendly 
units to formate combat plans for protecting the border. In inspections by the 
upper echelon, border defense posts 37, 39, 41 and 43 were found to have met the 
standards for being a combat ready unit. During the recent typhoons, the cadres

SON LA PROVINCE IMPLEMENTS SECURITY DIRECTIVE

[Article by Phuc Nguyen: “Son la in Movement to Maintain the Seourity of the 
Homeland: Directive 01 is Implemented" 


[Text] On the roade passing through Son la Province one may very easily encounter 
joint control teams fulfilling their missions. The teams are made up of public 
security policemen, regular troops, ani personnel of the forestry control and tax 
sectors. Those control teams have the mission of uncovering and bringing to justice 
counterrevolutionaries, people who steal socialist property, and people who collude 
with state personnel and engage in illegal livelihoods, and of stopping the activi- 
ties of hooligans, thugs, and trouble makers who disturb order and security in the 
various areas. They are positive troops on the front against negativisn. 


Before listening to a report regarding the encouraging results attained during the 
2 months of the control teams’ activities, we listened to a rather large number of 
opinions expressed by people in the province: "Since the regular troops andi the 
public security police have intensified their control, the situation in the hamlets 
and villages has become much more secure.” The comrades of the Transportation 
Service informed us that “There are far fewer instances of the transporting of 
stolen goods and blackmarket goods, and of truck drivers engaging in illegal 
livelihoods, than during the past few months.” 


After the Ministry of National Defense and the Ministry of Interior issued inter- 
ministerial directive No Ol] regarding “Heightening responsibility and strengthening 
the solidarity and close cooperation between the People Army and the public 
security forces," the provincial party committee and people's committee of Son la 
Province guided the Public Security Service and the provincial military organ in 
cooperating in the drafting of a plan of action. Only a few days after receiving 
the directive a guidance committee headed by the the 

people's committee was formed. Immediately thereafter joint control teams were 
formed. Uni’s N 20, B 19, and H 92, the provincial military organ, and the dis- 
tricts selecved people to part’ ‘pate in the control teams, along with the 

of the pbulic security police and the forestry control and tax sectors. The forces 
participating in the first cycle totalled 1,039 people. In 72 basic units (7 
cities and towns, 2 wardc, and 63 villages) control teams were quickly formed. On 
the major roads there were set up 16 control stations, which operate night and day. 
Since the control teams are made up of many components, each sector works wi 

the sphere of its authority. The regular troops inspect the carrying out of omiers 











on the part of the cadres and enlisted men, and the transportation facilities 
Mmnaged by the army, The public seourlty police inspect the papers, drivers, and 
vehicles of all types of transportation facilities passing through their area of 
operations, the carrying out of orders by public seourity policemen, violations of 
law, instances of illegal, dishonest livelihood, ete. Forestry control and tax 
cadres are present on the spot in order to promptly deal with the illegal posses- 
sion of and the possession of stolen goods by dishonest merchants, black- 
mrketeers, etc, With regard to the main-force unite and the local troops sta- 
tioned in Son la Province, in addition to disseminating and explaining to each 
person the contents of Directive 01 of the Ministry of National Defense and the 
Ministry of Interior, supplementary classes were held for the men participating in 
the joint control teams, the principal contents of which were studying the policies 
and laws of the state and the objectives of the control work. 


During the 2 months of their activities the control teams have dealt with 189 
instances in which the regular troops have violated orders (from among the 2,700 
inspected), principally because of identification papers not being in order, hair 
and dress not being in correct accordance with the style of military }, ‘sonnel, and 
the careless use of weapons. Of the 5,888 vehicles inspected, there were hundreds 
of instances of the illegal transporting goods, the transporting of stolen goods, 
the use of state facilities to transport black market goods, and drivers without 
papers. Goods confiscated from those engaged in illegal liveligood are valued at 
hundreds of thousands of dong. Due to inspections made on the roads, we confis- 
cated 16 tons of nitrogenous fertiliser, 307 kilograms of MSG, thousands of meters 
of cloth, tens of tons of foodstuffs, etc. The control teams cooperated closely 
with the militia and self-defense forces ani along with the positive participation 
of the youth and women's mass associations in the locality created a combined 
strength with which to further the struggle movement against negativiem in social 
life. An initial result of the first cycle was that there were uncovered and 
dealt with 10 gangs of thieves, hooligans, blackmarketeers, and gamblers which 
had caused much damage in the locality. 


The positive activities of the control teams have demonstrated that if the contents 
of Directive 01 are strictly carried out, then not only will the negative phenomena 
be reduced and local order and security be assured, but the confidence of the 
people in the troops and the public security forces will become increasingly 
strong. Among the criminals uncovered ani brought to justice there were many who 
disguised themselves as soldiers. They took advantage of stolen military uniforms 
or insignia to engage in illegal activities, and adversely affected the troops and 
public security forces who were cooperating in opposing negative phenomena. The 
people have even more confidence in and love of the two principal dictatorship 
forces of the socialist state. Since the activities in accordance with Directive 
Ol began to be carried out ina big way the ethnic minority groups of Son la have 
expressed sympathy and support in all respects for the troops ani public security 
police. Many families recommended that they be allowed to contribute money and 
rice to support the control teams operating in distant, difficult areas or working 
at night. Those sentiments prove that the solidarity ani th cooperation in 
activity of the army and public security forces have the complete sympathy and 


support of the people. 


In Son la City, Moc Chau District, and Thuan Chau District the implementation of 
Directive 01 had effect from the very first day. Within the city the control teams 











cooperated with the Assault Youth unite in maintaining seourity and order in public 
places, discovered and arrested people engaged in illegal trading, and positively 
etruggled against thievery, especially by wayward youths, At the pointe leading 
into the province, the control teams in Moc Chau District discovered and confis- 
cated a large quantity of goods being transported, sold, or posseased illegally, 
which were valued at more than 100,000 dong. In such complicated areas as Thuan 
Chau District the army and public security forces arrested and brought to justice 
many hooligans, gamblers, opium smokers, and moonshiners, which helped the omer 
and security situation to undergo many good transformations. 


Son la Province is stressing the implementation of Directive 01 in the high- 
altitude districts. In those joint control teams additional local public security 
forces and militiamen, who know those areas well and grasp the local situation 
participate in their activities. In addition to uncovering and dealing with the 
selling and transporting of blackmarket goods and stopping illegal livelihood and 
negative phenomena in the localities, the control teams also have the missions of 
maintaining order and security, contributing effectively to maintaining political 
security, and preventing the enemy from causing trouble and creating disturbances 
in the high-altitude areas and along the border. A long-range plan has been 
drafted. The regular units in the province are continuing to teach and explain 
Directive 01 to the cadres and enlisted men. With the experiences that have been 
learned by the actual activities during the recent period it is certain that even 
greater results will be attained.

(Text] I arrived at Long Xuyen City in An Giang Province in the afternoon. Many 

people and vehicles were going about busily ani happily. On the street, there were 
three soldiers who wore red armbands with gold letters which read, "Military Per- 

sonnel Control.” One, who wore the i of a corporal and a pistol, took the 

lead, fcllowed by two soldiers who wore insignia and carried AK rifles. 


The corporal saluted a comrade who wore officers’ insignia and was going in the 
opposite direction, then said, “Captain, your cap is not on straight. I recommend 
that you straighten it.” 


The officer returned the salute, then straightened his soft cap. 


As I was crossing over the Hoang Dieu bridge I encountered two female soldiers who 
wore corporal’s insignia and were riding tandem on a bicycle. The one who sat in 
the rear wore a soft “lotus” cap, to which was affixed a military insignia. The 

comrade leading the patrol squad signaled for the bicycle to halt. He saluted the 
two female soldiers and asked to see their papers. 






After inspecting their papers he recommended that she not wear a “floppy” hat in 
public, for it did not conform to regulations. The female soldier pleasantly 
admitted her error, saluted, then turned onto Hung Vuong Street at the Vuon Trau 
intersection. 


That night I stayed in Long Xuyen City. At 2100 I accompanied Captain Nguyen Van 
Ut and aspirant Nam, cadres of the military organ of Long Xuyen City. We passed by 
the flower garden in the center of the city. The electric lights lit up the area, 
as young men and women 
not a soldier to be 





Ut, “Is that a patrol of the city military organ or of your unit?" 
Comrade Ut replied, “It's one of ours.” 


I observed that during the day I had encountered many young soldiers 
had seen not one in a coffee shop or sitting on the stone benches in 
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The Captain said that in the past there were many of them, but since the launching 
of the “Develop the fine qualities and inorease fighting strength" movement, and 
especially since the “The entire army acts in accordance with order" campaign, 
there have been no more instances of loitering in the coffee shops, With regard 
those from distant units, the city military organ worked with the authorities to 
provide ample billets for them, so there have been no further instances of loiter- 
ing on the sidewalks, 


Recently Long Xuyen has arrested a rather large number of armed robbers and reac- 
tionaries attempting to flee abroad, and has done a rather good job of mintaining 
order and seourity in the locality. One of the reasons for success there has been 
that the local troops, militia, and self-defense members know how to rely on the 
people ani use the people as their eyes and ears, and thus have categorised the bad 
elements in order to concentrate on reforming and educating them. Since order ani 
seourity have been maintained, the local tasks have been carried out well and very 
effectively. The 1980 first-cyole troop recruitment norm was surpassed and the 
local troops, militia, and self-defense members served as the hard-core in selling 
grain to the state and protecting state property. 


The city military organ knew how to rely on the resolution of the provincial party 
committee and the work policies of the local military organ, and took the initia- 
tive in establishing relationships with the other organs and sectors in the city. 
By that means it confirmed that the maintenance of order and security in the city 
is the common the responsibility of the party committees and the local government 
and is carried out by the managing military organ, with the all-out assistance of 
the sectors. At the same time, it paid attention to building up the corps of 
base-level cadres of the villages and haalets.

In the course of two years of carrying out the campaign to maintain order and 
security in Long Xuyen City much progiess has been made, but there are still a 
number of deficiencies. The military organ must make even greater efforts to meet 
the requirements of the new situation. 


A few days later I went to the Long Xuyen bus station. The new bus station is 
located in the outskirts of the city, and is no longer in its center. The new bus 
station is rather large. There were many people, the buses were parked in an 
orderly manner. At the ticket stand there was a sign stating "Ho Chi Minh City, 
Can Tho, Chau Doc, Rach Gia, etc.” and there was a window which sold priority 
tickets to wounded soldiers, troops, and people with small children. 


Long iXuyen City is bustling and is ornlerly, neat, and clean. I once again encoun- 
tered the members of the “military personnel contro” unit, the member of which wore 


yellow shirts and red armbands, which was on patrol. The troops and the public 
security police cooperated to maintain security and social omer, and to prot⸗ 
the peaceful labor of the people.

In accordance with the combat training orders of the Minister of Defense and the 
orders of the upper echelons, and on the basis of its training tasks and plans 
during the past year, each echelon must carry out a strict recapitulation. The 
contents of the recapitulation must center on the key points which illuminate the 
problems that are yet to be resolved in combat training, and learn useful lessons. 
It ie necessary to avoid the method of recapitulation that covers everything, with 
no problems being less important or more important, or making only general observa- 
tions or only listing results and accomplishments. 


The quality of training recapitulation demands that all cadres and enlisted men 
manifest a spirit of criticiam and self-criticism, affirm the true nature of the 
good results that have been attained, and correctly evaluate the true nature of the 
combat strength that has been added to during the training year, while also strict- 
ly pointing out the remaining weaknesses in both knowledge and action, organizing 
implementation, correctly determining the reasons, and clearly determining the 
responsibility of each echelon and individual. 


The 1960 training year took place under the circumstances of our troops having to 
maintain a high degree of combat readiness, having to carry out many other urgent 
missions, and having certain difficulties. Those difficulties are real and are not 
easily avoided, but we nave very basic advantages. Therefore, important matters in 
recapitulation are the necessity to enter deeply into reviewing the subjective 
efforts of the troops, first of all the cadres of the various echelons, to under- 
stand the situation and tasks, develop the advantages, resolutely overcome the 
difficulties, limit the effect of objective factors by means of a revolutionary 
offensive will, and the organisation of clever, rational, flexible, and scientific 
implementation, in order to assure the fulfillment of training programs with the 
best possible results. 





The commanders at the echelons directly organising the recapitulation of their 
unite must clearly determine the objectives and requirements, point out the impor- 
tant contents, and guide the organs in making full and acourate preparations, 
develop the collective mastership right of the lower echelon and the elisted men, 
respect and listen closely to the opinions of the masses, adequately respond to the 
problems that are brought up in the recapitulation process, etc. Only thereby can 
we isolate useful experiences for the new training year.

lackeys. All of these factors have created a tremendous spiritual strength and 
helped the young generation to correctly resolve many problems faced in life and 
combat, be ready to give their lives for the country, be ready to go anywhere and 
do anything required by the fatherland, be ready to overcome every difficulty and 
hardship, excellently complete every task, triumph over every enemy and always place 
the interests of the fatherland, the people and the collective above personal 
interests.

In the initial stage of socialist construction in our 
country, in the face of the basic advantages in our favor and the inevitable, 
tremendous difficulties and the challenge that must be overcome, the young generation 
does not fully realize the nature of the struggle between the two ways of life, 
consequently, the attitude of the young concerning many of the problems involved in 
this struggle is still a passive attitude instead of an attitude of strongly and 
bravely struggling to protect the truth; some youths sre not truly steadfast and 
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firm in the face of these difficulties and challenges and their revolutionary will 
and energies have declined, Because we have not firmly established a systea of 
revolutionary and scientific viewpoints in labor, work, education, training and the 
building of the new life, the young generation is still influenced, to differing 
degrees, by schools of thinking, psychologies and habits that are contrary to 
socialism, The strength of the young lies in organization and organizational skills; 
at present, howver, the young generation has not been tightly reorganized in order 
to utilize ite strength of collective ownership; generally speaking, their sense 

of organization and discipline is still weak and liberalisa anid disorganization are 
still widespread; among some youths, the spirit of revolutionary vigilance in the 
face of the psychological warfare arguments and espionage warfare of the enemy and 
their spirit of reasiness to fight in defense of the fatherland are not high. 


We were very happy when, after the South was totally liberated, millions of youths 
who were victims of neo-colonialism joined the people and placed themselves within 
the immense corps of youths of the entire country, eagerly participating in 
socialist construction, socialist transformation and the protection of the 
fatherland on every revolutionary front.

Lf Text_/] In the North, although wave after wave of outstanding Youth Union members 
left for the frontlines, the Youth Union organization in the rear was, generally 
speaking, maintained and strengthened. Our Youth Union regularly gave its attention 
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to strengthening its basic organisations by means of the campaign to "build Youth 
Union chapters and subchapters of the four goods" and the campaign to establish 
revolutionary action programs so that the basic Youth Union organizations 
constantly grew and the quality of Youth Union members was iaproved. 


The corps of Youth Union cadres has been forged and challenged. Many efforts have 
been made to train these cadres. Many of them bravely gave their lives in combat 
and in the prisons of the enemy. Youth Union cadres have displayed a spirit of 
devotion and have contributed their utmost to the cause of the revolution and to 
the young generation. In one wave after another, hundreds of thousands of cadres 
have matured and been assigned tasks by the party, state and people's armed forces; 
the Youth Union's corps of cadres is truly the reserve force supplying cadres to 
the party and state. 


[he growth of the Youth Union has made our union truly worthy of being the reliable 
reserve unit of the party. The organizations of the Youth Union have constantly 
displayed a high spirit of responsibility with regard to participating in the 
building of the party. From 70 to 80 percent, more than 90 percent in 1979, of the 
new members accepted into the party each year have been Youth Unicon members and 
youths. “The entire Youth Union participates in party building” campaign being

In recent years, the Youth 
Union has provided the party with hundreds of thousands of young members, thereby 
bringing new vitality, new fighting strength to the party and helping to build an 
increasingly solid and strong party. 


fhe growth of our Youth Union has truly made it the central organization in the 
effort to rally, unite and organize youths in a broad front within the Vietnaa 
Federation of Youths. The federation has grown by 2 million members since the day 
the South was totally liberated; federation committees have been established and 
expanded in the provinces and municipalities of the South. Che policy of rapidly 
reorganizing the entire young generation into a force exercising socialist collective 
ownership has yielded encouraging results over the past several years in the work 

of assembling and organizing the entire young generation within youth organizations 
and in widespread mass activities. 


As the organization directly responsible for work among teenagers ani children, our 
Youth Union has adopted correct policies in each period of the revolution and 
promptly changed the direction of the activities of the Teenagers’ Unit and the 
Childrea's Unit. The 5th and 12th Conferences of the Youth Union Central Committee 
set forth separate resolutions on work among teenagers and children. Recently,

Our youth movement and the international activities of the Youth Union have made 
positive contributions to the common struggle of the people and youths of the world 
against imperialism and the international reactionaries for peace, national 
independence, democracy and social progress; they have helped to tighten our special 
relationship with the youths of Laos and Kampuchea, consolidate and strengthen the 
Close unity and comprehensive cooperation with the youths of the Soviet Union and 
the other fraternal socialist countries, strengthen the international united youth

On the basis of its constant growth, our Youth Union has become the ailitant vanguard 
unit of the youths of Vietnam, the revolutionary assault unit of the people of 
Vietnam and the competent right hand and the reliable reserve unit of the party 

as stated in the praise given the union by the Party Central Committee on the 45th 
anniversary of the founding of the Youth Union. 


Dear comrades, 


While confirming the growth of the Youth Union's organization, we cannot give light 
attention to the weaknesses that still exist. Generally speaking, all of the 
educational work of the Youth Union only has the effect of mobilising Youth Union 
members and youths to perform immediate tasks; this work has not achieved the 
objective of molding within youths all of the viewpoints, qualities ani abilities 
of the new, socialist, collective master. Political and ideological education is 
not thorough and has not given attention to fully teaching about the struggle 
between the two ways of life and the reactionary nature and the comprehensive 
scheme of the enemy aggressor that is opposing and trying to undermine our country; 
education is only provided to progressive youths and has not deeply penetrated the 
entire stratum of youths, especially backward youths. The Youth Union has not 
promptly guided youths in waging a sharp struggle against every distorted argument 
and the psychological war of the enemy; it has not done everything possible to 
expose the true nature and the decadence of capitalism to youths in order to help 
them avoid their very cunning deceptions. Youth Union educational work among 
backward youths still reflects much confusion, overall coordination with society 
concerning this matter has not been researched or organized and positive measures 
have yet to be taken. In many Youth Union organizations, importance has not been 
attached to teaching the fundamentals of Marxism-Leninism to Youth Union members; 
educational activities are neither persuasive nor interesting to youths, they still 
involve mich that is administrative and dry, consequently, the returns from this 
work are low and we have not used revolutionary activities as a vehicle for 
conducting interesting educational activities. 


We have made many innovations and launched many good revolutionary movements but 
they have lacked thorough guidance and steadfast support, consequently, these 
movements have not been intense, continuous or widespread. The system of guidance 
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employed by the Youth Union is not uniform from top to bottom. We have yet to 
establish close relations with the various sectors of the state and have not fully 
concerned ourselves with the requirements, aspirations and interests of youths. 


At many places, the Youth Union organisation has not kept pace with the requirements 
of its task. Many basic Youth Union organizations only play an assault role in 
labor, not in the struggle between the two ways of life or in the struggle against 
negative phenomena nor have they truly become the school of communisa of youths. 
The Youth Union installations in the South, the mountains and areas with high 
concentrations of religious followers are still thin and weak. Youth front work 
and the effort to widely organize and rally youths in the new situation have not 
been timely and, when policies have been proposed concerning this work, many places 
have implemented them slowly. Light attention is still being given to building 

and strengthening the Teenagers’ Unit and the Children's Unit. Although efforts have 
been made to provide cadres with elementary and advanced training, these efforts 
have not met requirements and are still piecemeal in nature. Our style of work 

is still bureaucratic and administrative. 


Dear comrades, 


In the realities of the revolutionary movement of the young generation, especially 
in the war of resistance against the United States for national salvation, our 
Youth Union, under the leadership of the party, achieved success in educating, 
organizing and mobilizing the young generation of the entire country to excellently 
complete its tasks for the fatherland and the people. The lessons learned and the 
experiences gained in Youth Union work ani the youth movement are very diverse, 

so diverse that we can only mention a few salient points here: 


Since the time our party was born ami began leading the revolution, four successive 
generations of youths have fought and died for independence, freedom and socialisn. 
The outstanding contributions made by the young generation to the victories of the 
revolution are a measurement of the development and growth of the young generation. 
The success in the mobilization of youths, in general, and of the Youth Union, in 
particular, has been that we have always correctly evaluated and had confidence in 
the revolutionary and heroic nature of our country's young generation. This has 
been both the starting point and an important foundation in the fommulation of 
correct policies and positions, the formulation of suitable methods and forms of 
organization for tapping the strength and tremendous potentials of the young. 
Correctly evaluating youths means having confidence in their revolutionary nature 
while being aware of the shortcomings and weaknesses of the young; it means promptly 
exposing the schemes and tricks of the enemy regarding youths in order to take 
determined steps to combat them. [he purpose of pointing out the shortcomings of 
youths is to fully realize the responsibility of the Youth Union, of society and 
show youths that they must more closely link themselves to the revolutionary ideals 
and undertaking of the party if they wish to make rapid progress. In view of our 
country's conditions, a correct evaluation of the revolutionary nature of the young 
generation cannot be divorced from the struggle to overcome the manifestations of 
narrowmindedness, prejudice and the remnants of feudal thinking, class thinking and 
paternalisna. 








Both the outstanding contributions and the growth of our country's young generation 
originate in the independent, autonomous, correct and creative revolutionary line 
of the party. It is the line of brandishing the two banners of national independence 
and socialism. Youths thirst for ideals but only Marxism-Leninism and the vanguard 
party provide them with lofty revolutionary ideals, The success achieved by our 
Youth Union in the nearly one-half century of fighting has been that the Youth 
Union has always brandished the banner of national independence and socialism of 
the party, perfectly combined genuine patriotism with pure internationalism and 
rallied and united the entire young generation around the party to take the lead in 
the struggle to carry out the glorious revolutionary work of the party. In the 
various stages of the revolution, our Youth Union taught and molded thinking in a 
widespread and continuous manner by means of many campaigns and diverse methods 
that caused the revolutionary line of the party and the thinking “there is nothing 
more precious than independence and freedom" to deeply permeate the thinking and 
feelings of youths and become the raison d'etre and the combat objective of the 
young generation. Now, the enemy of national independence ani socialism, the 
Beijing reactionary authorities, have collaborated with the imperialists and other 
reactionary powers and are resorting to every extremely insidious and dangerous 
trick possible in a vain attempt to poison our youths and draw them away from the 
revolution, from the fatherland and the people.

Our country's young generation is close to and trusts the Youth Union, considering 
it to be the militant vanguard unit of the young. The .essons and experiences that 
have been learned and gained in the building of the Youth Union show that we must 
build a Youth Union that is solid and strong politically, ideologically and 
organizationally, must fully comprehend and implement very well the various functions 
of the Youth Union and widely rally and unite youths so that the entire young 
generation is organized into a strong and solid force. The Youth Union organization 
must truly be the organization of communist youths and mst fulfill its functions 
as the organization closest to the party, as the competent right arm and the 
reliable reserve unit of the party, as the school of communism and the militant 
vanguard unit of the young, as the nucleus uniting and organizing the entire young 
generation, as the representative of the right of collective ownership of youths 
and as the organization directly in charge of the Teenagers’ Unit and the Children's 
Unit. fhe building of the Youth Union and Youth Union activities must coordinate 
three factors: education, action, and organizing youths into a unified entity in 
order to achieve returns in the three fields of completing the tasks of the 
revolution, teaching and training the young generation and building a large and 
strong Youth Union organization. At present, more than a few basic Youth Union 
organizations and economic units are only attaching importance to mobilizing and 
using the ability of youths to work while giving light attention to educational 
activities and organizational development. Practice has shown that a Youth Union 
organization which does not represent or uphold the right of collective ownership 

of youths severs its ties with youths. The strength of a Youth Union organization 
lies not only in its own organizational strength, but also in its close ties to 
youths, teenagers and children, in the reorganization of the entire young generation. 
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At present, our party is in power throughout the country and the mobilization of 
youths is the common work of the state, sectors, mass organizations, families and 
all of society under the leadership of the party, with our Youth Union serving 
as the nucleus of this effort. Our Youth Union has made initial efforts to tap 
the spirit of initiative and action of the Youth Union organizations in closely 
coordinating with the agencies of the state, the mass organizations and the other 
organizations within the dictatorship of the proletariat and closely link the 
activities of the Youth Union and the youth movement to the activities of all of 
society. Facts have shown that, in order to mobilize the entire young generation 
to take part in socialist construction, the protection of the fatherland and the 
training of the new stratum of youths, it is necessary to utilize the organization 
and activities of the Youth Union and the Youth Union must take full initiative 
and closely coordinate with the state, mass organizations, social organizations

Jecondly, upholding the right of collective ownership and launching a revolutionary 
action emulation movement of the young.

Only by upholding 
the right of collective ownership is it possible to launch intense, continuous and 
widespread emulation movements.

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ECONOMIC PLANNING, TRADE AND FINANCE 


RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN STATE PLANNING, PRIVATE BCONOMY DISCUSSED

[Text] One aspect of the present lack of uniformity of our country's economy is 

the existence of many economic components, among which the state component plays the 
leading role and the collective economy increasingly expands, while there continue 
to exist petty bourgeois small-scale industry, handicrafts, individual peasants, 

and small merchants. At present, in the southern provinces the private economic 
sector is still large, ani the process of transforming industry and commerce and 
cooperativiging agriculture has not been completed. That situation inevitably 
results in the continued existence of production and market relationships of the old 
type, with their inherent laws, spontaneous nature, and disorganigation, which we 
cannot yet manage. The spontaneous market which we cannot manage becomes even more 
complicated when we must, on a national scale, in order to stimulate the development 
of production, eliminate management and planning methods that are compulsive, 
fettering, and restrictive, and to expand the autonomy of the basic economic units 
and localities, expand the scope of the individual ami secondary family economies, 
etc., before we have corresponding new management methods. 


In actuality, there still exists a spontaneous market in which the producers and 
exchangers of goods include not only private individuals but also state and collec- 
tive economic units which do bussiness “outside the plan" and which are in many 
instances outside the unified management of the state. In that market, of course 
the private merchants mke big profits and the blackmarketeers, speculators, and 
those who engage in illegal activities hold sway ani make big profits, while the 
producers themselves suffer losses. It is inevitable that that market relationship, 
when the state economy does not play the leading role and the state relaxes its 
management, spontaneously causes chaos, especially in the circulation of consumer 
goods, upsets the socialist distribution relationship, and increases the difficul- 
ties in the lives of wage-earners. It also attacks the collective ani state econo- 
mies and impedes the advance of the revolution in production relationship. Clearly, 
during the period of transition, while the private economy continues to exist, it is 
inevitable that it will continue to exist in the sphere of the market relationship 
of private commerce, which is regulated by the law of spontaneous value. In view 
of that situation, there is an opinion that that is a sphere in which the socialist 














economic laws cannot take effect, and that therefore it is outside the sphere of 
the unified economic plans of the state. There is also the view that even in the 
socialist economic sphere planning cannot encompass everything, especially during 
the present initial phase, and that therefore we must utilise that market relation- 
ship in that the self-regulating market must operate in spheres not covered by 
planning. Both of those opinions are related to the matter of limiting the scope 
of planning in order to create more space for the mrket. Those views are incor~ 
rect. We believe that under the conditions of an economy with many components, 
when examining the relationships among the economic components, among the various 
kinds of laws, and between planning and the use of market relationships, it is 
necessary to pay attention to the following matters of a methodological nature: 


1. It is necessary to place the private economy in a reciprocal relationship with 
the socialist economy, with no fence separating then. 


2. Placing the private economy in the transformation process is an historical 
inevitability. It cannot be regarded as something that continues unchanged, like 
a still life. 


3. Planning must not eliminate or be in opposition to the goods-money relationship 
and the market relationship, but only oppose and eliminate the spontaneous nature 
of those relationships. Therefore, where there is no organization and planning (in 
the broad sense), there will be spontaneity, and vice versa. The actualities of 
the spontaneous market have demonstrated that the private economy and the socialist 
economy do not exist peacefully side-by-side but ina “who defeats whom" struggle. 
Before our eyes the state economy is being attacked, despite the fact that we 
possess economic strength and the strength of the state. As long as the private 
economy exists on such a large scale as at present, it will objectively be capable 
of capitalist spontaneity. At the same time, it will have the objective capability 
of developing along the lines of changing form and merging with the socialist 
economy, with the state economy and the socialist economic laws playing the decisive 
role. That has been affirmed in both in theory ani practice. 


With regard to the sphere of planning in our country's present economic situation, 
in which there are operating many elements of the new economic policy, it is very 
necessary to recall a view expressed by V.I. Lenin when he approved the book 
"Economic Problems of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the Activities 
of the State Planning Commission,” published in December 1921: “It would be 
possible (and I believe necessary) to add to nearly all chapters a page or two 
stating that the new economic policy does not change the unified economic plans of 
the state and does not extend beyond the limits of those plans, but does change the 
method of implementing those plans.” * 


Thus in the process of socialist revolut’ “rom the very beginning of the period 
of transition, an objective inevitablili.y .. placing the private economy on the 
path of socialist transformation, under the leadership of the socialist economy and

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its laws, and the unified planning of the state, with organisational contents and 
the true construction of the transformation, management, and planning concepts. 

That does not mean that transformation and management are easy. The opposite is 
true: often there is the negative effect that when transformation, cooperativiza- 
tion, management, and planning are expanded production declines, public property is 
depleted, and the lives of the workers become more difficult. Cooperativigation 
and planning in fact have overlooked combining the three interests, which has worked 
to the detriment of the laboring masses. Therefore, in society there is the view 
that we should slow down and reduce the scale of the transformation, cooperativaza- 
tion, management, and planning of the small private ownership economy, with the hope 
that the spontaneous market will stimulate production and the economy will advance 
more rapidly. 


The adverse effects of transformation, cooperativigation, and management are not 
caused by the negative nature of those spheres or by incorrect general lines and 
policies. The principal mistake is that the contents of transformation, coopertivi- 
tation, management, and planning are understood and carried out ina very narrow, 
simplistic, and inflexible manner. Transformation and cooperativization usually 
are limited to changing the form of ownership. 


And only when ownership is completely changed are transformation and cooperativiaza- 
tion regarded as having been completed. It is not realised that if there is only 
public ownership then even that new system of ownership cannot develop but will 
weaken. Furthermore, it is not realized that is some instances, such as with regard 
to the petty bourgeoisie, some handicrafts, retailing, etc., transformation and 
cooperativigation can be carried out by starting with the changing of production and 
management relationships and the changing of distribution relationships, and that it 
is not necessary to, and we should not now, directly change the system of ownership. 


Management and planning also are normally limited to all-encompassing administrative 
measures, and are controlled directly and in detail. Thus transformation, coopera- 
tivigation, management, and planning have been deprived of their most positive 
contents -- organization and development -- and therefore are no longer capable of 
stimulating the development of production, or of protecting the interests of the 
individual workers, the workers collectively, ami the nation. 


We will not enter deeply into transformation and cooperativization, but it must be 
Said that to the extent that planning has been changed, an urgent task is the 
planning of transformation and cooperativization. In omer to plan those in 
relationship to economic construction and development, we must base ourselves on 
fully implementing such organization ami construction measures as plans to reor- 
ganize production, organize management, distribute income, prepare cadres, etc., 

in order to determine the rate of transformation and cooperativigation. Nothing 
could be easier or simpler, but more harm my result than when limiting transform - 
tion and cooperativigation to changing the form of ownership. 


We have stressed that planning on the scale of the entire society is an objective 

inevitability, but it must be remembered that is only a potential and that naturally 
planning on the scale of the entire society cannot be fully developed from the very 
beginning. That must be a process of advancing from a low level to a high level and 


of gradually expanding the sphere of operations. 
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At present, the effective sphere of our planning |» still very limited, and the 
aphere of spontaneous production and commerce is still very large. That is due in 
part to objective reasons but to a very important degree to the poverty and inflex- 
ibility of the planning forms and methods, and to the fact that planning pays scant 
attention to the three interests. The results are that it is difficult to expand 
the scale of planning and effectiveness is low, for workers and collectives always 
react and cope but never respond enthusiastically. Planning, therefore, has not 
become a facility and instrument which each unit and individual worker feels is 
indispensable in order to effectively organize tasks, for the benefit of them 
selves, the collective, and society. 


In order to expand the scope of state management and planning, it is necessary to 
understand those tasks, which have ample contents and richer forms and methods. We 
manage and plan the economy on the basis of a multi-echelon system and in accord- 
ance with the principle of democratic centralism. Bach echelon plans not only 
within the sphere assigned by the upper echelon but also plans all of its activi- 
ties in accordance with state laws and under the unified management of the state. 
Each echelon not only manages plans within the sphere it directly balances, but 
must also manage the entire network of plans of the units and bases under its con- 
trol. That system of unified and decentralised planning has great capabilities for 
expanding the over-all sphere. Commercial activities should not be placed outside 
the norms assigned by the upper echelon and term them “not covered by the plan.” 


Allowing the lower echelons and the base-level units to take the initiative in 
expanding production and commerce outside the legal plan tasks assigned by the 
upper echelon, including permission to engage in private commerce, does not mean 
giving permission to operate outside the planned management of the state. That is 
because all production and business activities of everyone engaged in commerce must 
obey the over-all plans and observe the policies and laws promulgated by the state. 
Furthermore, the state retains the right to make corrections in order to assure the 
implementation of state lines and plans. All commercial activities must be legally 
registered and are subject to state control. State organs have the right to make 
corrections and can restrict, adjust, and even prohibit when necessary, in correct 
accordance with current laws. It must be admitted that our economic management and 
planning methods are not sufficiently varied and rich. Therefore, when eliminating 
management methods which are compulsive and restricting there immediately occurs a 
relaxation and a reduction of the management and planning spheres due to a lack of, 
or shortage of, other means, especially because we are not accustomed to using 
economic levers in managing under the conditions of expanding the autonomy of the 
lower echelons and base-level units, and of allowing individuals to engage in legal 
commerce. 


In a nation in which the social ami production levels are still very low, such as 
our country, when the organizational relationships have not yet developed and the 
nature of direct social production is still limited, the sphere of direct planning 
is of course limited. Therefore, it is even more necessary to pay attention to 
indirect planning by means of the voluntary use of economic tools that are tied in 
with the market relationships, in order to bring all economic activities into the 
orbid of unified national economic planning. 


Managing the spontaneous market of the private economy by prohibitive, purely 
administrative measures while the private economy continues to exist, is contrary 
to economic laws, and results in restricted production, When the party and state 
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eliminate that incorrect management method, it will of course be necessary to 
promulgate new commercial laws. At the same time, it is imperative that the state 
economy, by means of organisational tools and economic incentive plans, play the 
leading role and struggle to limit, guide, ani organise -- in fact to transform -- 
the private economy, limit and gradually eliminate its spontaneous capitalist 
tendency, and bring it into planned organizational relationships and market rela- 
ships and market relationships that are organically tied in with the state economy.

[VNA News Release: "Agricultural Cooperativigation in the Central Vietnam and 
Central Highlands Provinces" 


[Text] Recently, in Phu Khanh Province the Southern Agricultural Transformation 
Committee met with leadership cadres of the central coast and Central Highlands 
provinces, and of the relevant central sectors, in order to evaluate the three- 
year agricultural cooperativization movement (1978 to 1980), explain the new situa- 
tion, and discuss the directions and missions for consolidating the agricultural 
cooperativigation movement during the coming period. 


Comrade Vo Chi Cong, a member of the Party's Political Bureau, a Vice Premier, and 
head of the Agricultural Transformation Department of the Central Committee and the 
Government, presided over the conference. 


To date the provinces from Binh Tri Thien to Thuan Hai and in the Central Highlands 
have set up 1,580 cooperatives and 3,188 production collectives, in which 90.8 
percent of the peasant families participate, and 78.8 percent of the cultivated 
area has been collectiviszed (in the cooperative sector the family participation 
rate is 77.1 percent and the land that has been collectivised accounts for 63.9 
percent of the total). Most of the machinery ani draft animals have been collec- 
tivised, and the rest are managed and used for collective production. 


The production of the cooperatives and production collectives has, in general, been 
maintained and developed, and between 60 and 70 percent of the cooperative member 
families have incomes equal to or higher than during the period when they were still 
earning their livings independently. Material-technical bases to serve production 
and collective welfare bases have also gradually been created. The principles and 
contents of socialist economic management have begun to be implemented. A rather 
large corps of cadres has been trained and cultivated in schools and in the actual- 
ities of mass revolutionary movements. Although they are still weak professionally 
and technically they have the confidence of the masses. 


The party and government bases, and mass associations, have been set up and the 
other tasks in the rural areas, such as the cultural, social, security, and national 
defense tasks, and the task of fulfilling obligations to the state, have developed 
in a positive direction. 
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The movement is in some respects still weak and deficient and has not developed 
uniformly. The task of consolidating and perfecting the new production relations 
has been carried out slowly, has not attained the requirements, and is not yet 
specific, The production structure is not appropriate to the existing scale and 
Capabilities of the bases. The scale of some cooperatives and production units 
is not yet appropriate to the material bases and the present managerial ability of 
the cadres. The material-technical bases are still few in number, have not yet met 
the requirements, and are still in disorder. The district echelon has not yet been 
bolstered so that it can be sufficiently strong to enter deeply into the economic 
management contents on the scale of the entire district, etc. 


The direction and missions of the coming period is to concentrate forces on con- 
solidating the cooperatives and the production collectives in all respects: the 
organization of production, the creation of material-technical bases, the rectifi- 
cation and improvement of management, the strengtheing of the political-ideological 
task, and the development of the collective mastership right of the masses. We 
must step up production, especially food production, so that during the next few 
years we can endeavor to gradually and essentially resolve the food problem and 
contribute to meeting the needs for raw materials for industry and export. On the 
basis of stepping up production, we must increase the incomes and improve the liv- 
ing conditions of cooperative and production collective members, increase accumu- 
lation and public welfare, and do a good job of meeting obligations to the state. 
We must stabilize the scale of the cooperatives and production collectives and 
gradually build material-technical bases, especially installations which actually 
serve production and projects which we can build ourselves, positively improve 
management, and get management on the right track. With regard to management, the 
conference studied and held enthusiastic discussions in order to apply the recent 
experiences in the north regarding the contracting out method, and reached 
unanimous agreement that it would be possible to employ both forms of contracting 
out: “contracting tasks" and “contracting output." 


Expressing his opinions at the conference, comrade Vo Chi Cong praised the party 
committees and the governmental echelons for firmly grasping and creatively apply- 
ing the party's cooperativization line to the specific conditions and circumstances 
of the localities, having a high degree of determination and concentrating their 
efforts on leading the transformation of agriculture, combining transformation with 
construction, strongly developing the movement, and exerting a good influence on 
Many aspects -- economic, political, cultural, and social. 


Comrade Vo Chi Cong spoke of the deficiencies and weaknesses of the movement and 
pointed out that the principal and most important task during the coming period 
will be to concentrate on consolidating the cooperatives and production collectives. 
That task is even more difficult and complicated than during the period of campaign- 
ing for and organizing the cooperativigzation movement. There must be close guid- 
ance by the party committees and governmental administrations, and the cooperation 
and positive assistance of the various sectors and mass associations. 


The important matter in the immediate future is to quickly draft good plans. On the 
basis of district zoning and planning, we must determine the production directions 
of the cooperatives and production collectives along the lines of specialized 
cultivation, while also comprehensively developing agriculture in order to develop 
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as much as possible the capabilities of labor, land, forests, seas, etc., which 
are strengths of the provinces of Central Vietnam and the Central Highlands. We 
must promote production, resolve the food problem, and create conditions for 
developing the strengths regarding industrial crops and developing forestry and 
livestock raising. On the basis of long-range plans we must determine production 
directions and paths of advance that are appropriate and practical, in order to 
attain high economic effectiveness. 


The training and cultivation of cadres must be made an important, urgent task. 
Only if that task is carried out urgently can we meet the new requirements of the 
present cooperativization movement. By the end of 1961 all key cadres of the 
cooperatives and production collectives, and the leadership and guidance cadres 
must be trained in schools and in specialized management and technical classes. 
Attention must be paid to training cadres from the ethnic minority groups. There 
must be a division of labor among the central level, the provinces, the districts, 
and the sectors with regard to training and cultivating the various types of cadres 
for the cooperatives. 


We must truly strengthen and develop the district, and develop the guidance role 
of the district with regard to the task of consolidating the cooperatives and 
production collectives. 


Comrade Vo Chi Cong said, "The basic, long-range direction for consolidating the 
cooperatives and production collectives is to simultaneously carry out the three 
revolutions, develop the collective mastership night of the cooperative members, 
and stress the development of production forces accompanied by the reorganization 
of production and the all-round improvement of cooperative management. 


Carefully analyzing contracting out in agriculture, comrade Vo Chi Cong said, "The 
cooperatives and production collectives must apply that method in a manner 
appropriate to the specific conditions of each base, and must base it on strict 
observance of the common principles of the socialist economic management. The 
various contracting out forms must be applied flexibly so that they may be appro- 
priate to the actual situation of each place and the production characteristics of 
each type of crop and livestock, in order to encourage the production units and all 
laborers to produce enthusiastically. With regard to the form of contracting out 
final production quotas to the cooperative members, he spoke of the experiences of 
a nmomber of places in the north. 


He . . «at in actuality the cooperatives which have done a good job of “contract- 
ing oui roduction quotas” have achieved very encouraging results and have been 
concerned with the three interests, especially that of the workers, while also 
salisfying the legitimate interests of “the collective and society." Because "the 
assignment of production" is related to the responsibilities amd rights of the 
workers more directly with regard to final output, they have been able to fully 
utilize the labor of the cooperative member families and do a better job of develop- 
ing a spirit of positive labor, a spirit of enthusiastically applying the technical 
measures, and consciousness of economizing in production expenses on the part of 
the cooperative members, while also employing additional means of the cooperative 
member families in production. Therefore, the yield and output of many crops on 
land on which the cooperative members have been contracted-out production quotas 
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have increased rapidly. If that method of assignment is well applied, it will also 
contribute to overcoming the negative manifestations in production labor and in the 
distribution of income, and to reduce the number of people engaged indirectly in 
production and some management procedures, in order to do a better fob of serving 
production. 


Comrade Vo Chi Cong discussed the basic principles which the echelons, sectors, and 
cooperatives must firmly grasp in order to organize guidance and must correctly 
implement when organizing the assignment of production. He stressed, "The coopera- 
tives must closely manage the principal means of production, especially land, draft 
animals, implements, and the important material bases in order to carry out organ- 
ized, planned production. We must continually strengthen the production forces of 
the cooperatives and introduce scientific-technical advances to production. In 
assigning production to workers and cooperative member families, with regard to all 
crops and livestock, there must be close guidance. We must resolutely overcome 
everything that weakens the socialist production relationships and oppose giving a 
"blank check" in any form, including giving “blank checks" to units and families. 
We must organize training and supplementation for the management cadres of the 
provincial, district, and cooperative management cadres, especially production unit 
cadres, to achieve unanimity from top to bottom, create conditions for doing a good 
job of contracting out at the base level, and gain much valuable experience for the 
localities and the central level. 


Contracting out production quotas in agricultural production is something new. We 
are while applying that method also gaining experience in order to supplement and 
perfect that method. We are certain to take a significant step forward with regard 
to management in general and to the consolidation of agricultural cooperativize in 
particular, and practically and directly stimulate the development of production 
and stably advance the cooperativization movement.

‘NHAN DAN’ EDITORIAL PROMOTES SUBSIDIARY FOOD PRODUCTION

[Text] In the part dealing with staple foods, the resolution of the Fourth Party 
Congress pointed out that "We must rapidly develop subsidiary food crops (corn, 
potatoes, manioc, white potatoes, and kaoliang), form concentrated, intensively 
cultivated subsidiary food crop areas, and accompany production with processing." 
The Party Central Committee and the Government have set forth many specific policies 


and measures to promote the growing of subsidiary food crops and the use of products 
made from them. 


Subsidiary food crops, which had been secondary starchy crops used to make ordinary 
cakes or as supplementary foods during March, are gradually being promoted to a 
position corresponding to their economic value. Subsidiary food crops, as well as 
rice, are regarded as principal food crops. In our country, the food problem can be 
resolved well and certainly by promoting the production of subsidiary food crops, 
introducing subsidiary food crops into the daily diet, and increasing the ratio of 
subsidiary food crops in over-all food production -- at least 30 percent -- within 
the near future. Furthermore, large quantities of subsidiary foods are needed to 
provide feed for stock raising, raw materials for the food industry and light 
industry sectors, and commodities for export. 


In comparison to 1976, subsidiary food crops area and output have nearly doubled, 
increasing from 940,000 hectares and 1,638,000 tons of subsidiary food (in terms of 
dry flour) in 1976 to 1.7 million hectares and 3.5 million tons in 1960. Con- 
centrated subsidiary food crop areas are taking form on the basis of the natural 
subsidiary food crop areas and the new economic gones. The subsidiary food crop 
structure has been enriched by new crops with high economic value. In areas that 
are often flooded and waterlogged, the significance of subsidiary food crops is 
even more clear in that they contribute rapidly to restoring production, stabilizing 
living conditions, and maintaining the stock animal herds. After the liberation, 
the Nam Bo provinces began to promote the production of subsidiary food crops, at a 
more rapid rate in the Bac Bo provinces. Some areas long accustomed to eating rice 
have also begun to use subsidiary foods as food for people and feed for livestock, 
in place of rice. 
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In addition to those advances, subsidiary food crop production is also beset with 
urgent problems which must be resolved, regard to production, circulation, distribu- 
tion, and use, 


During the past several years the rate of development of subsidiary food crop pro- 
duction has slowed down, with regard to area, yields, and total output. The ratio 
of subsidiary food crops amounts to only 20 percent of total food production, which 
is 10 percent lower than the plan norm. The corn area has declined by 30,000 
hectares (from 390,000 in 1977 to 360,000 in 1979). Something worthy of attention 
is the fact that subsidiary food crop yields, which are already low, are teding to 
decline. The developmental directions of subsidiary food crop production are not 
specific for each area, which has led to low results. Some features of the policies 
regarding prices, investment, etc., are not rational. The campaign to introduce 
subsidiary foods into daily diets has been neglected, makes only general appeals, 
and lacks specific, realistic plans. 


Many types of subsidiary food products are easily damaged (manioc exudes sap, 
potatoes spoil, etc.) but their storage, transportation, and processing are defi- 
client, and some tasks are practically at a stand-still. 


Low-intensity cultivation is a widespread phenomenon, most of the subsidiary food 
crop area is planted without fertiliser, and the subsidiary food crop land is not 
protected, so it erodes and degenerates. 


In general, the measures taken to resolve the subsidiary food problem are negligent, 
one-sided, patch-work, and incomplete. Knowledge regarding subsidiary food cre * 
is still simplistic and backward. Transforming a food crop from a secondary posi- 
tion to the status of a principal crop, and from small-scale production to large- 
scale production is something new and difficult, so great efforts must be made and 
positive steps must be taken. 


We are capable of overcoming those difficulties. The area planted in subsidiary 
food crops can be expanded by increasing the number of growing seasons and clearing 
wasteland, and it is possible to add millions of hectares in areas from the mountain 
region to the coastal region, and on the various kinds of soil, with appropriate 
crops. It is necessary to launch a mass movement to fully utilize all types of soil 
in order to grow subsidiary food crops extensively, in accordance with existing 
customs and on a small scale. It is also necessary to tie in the production of 
subsidiary foods with the reorganization of production, concentration, specialized 
cultivation, and intensive cultivation, with the provision of the material-technical 
bases necessary to produce a whole series of valuable products. 


Subsidiary food crops are easily grown but also require the necessary intensive- 
cultivation techniques. Ordinarily, subsidiary food crops are grown on multi-crop 
land, fallow land, and land poor in nutritive elements, so sufficient fertilizer 
must be spread and steps must be taken to protect the fertility of the soil. 


On land planted in subsidiary food crops in addition to the principal crops it is 
necessary to interplant crops of the legume family in order to have additional 
food products and a larger quantity of nitrogen-rich green fertilizer to spread on 
the spot. 
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In order to increase our intensive cultivation and soil improvement capabilities, 
we should apply widely and flexibly the form of assigning product quotas, while 
rationally assuring all three interests (those of the state, the collectives, and 
the workers). 


We should rely principally on the form of processing subsidiary food crops on the 

spot. If there are no conditions for processine them into concentrated products, 

they should be processed into coarse products, such as sliced manioc, sliced pota- 
toes, rough powder, etc., so facilitate storage, transportation, and use. 


The consumption of subsidiary food crops should be accomplished in the localities, 
in the form of food for people and feed for livestock. We must improve the state 
purchasing of subsidiary food crops, with a purchasing network extending into all 
areas in order to assist the producers, especially in the mountain region, where 
communications and transportation are difficult. 


Subsidiary food crop production will develop strongly if there is a suitable invest- 
ment plan, positive measures, and correct policies, especially with regard to the 
concentrated subsidiary food crop areas and the important subsidiary food crops. 


The winter-spring subsidiary food crop season has begun. It is the most important 
subsidiary food crop during the year, and accounts for 80 to 90 percent of the 
annual subsidiary food crop area and output. We must go all-out to have a success- 
ful harvest in order to contribute importantly to resolving the food problen.

'NHAN DAN' EDITORIAL URGES BALANCED FOREST EXPLOITATION

[Text] Forestry activities are responsible for managing the exploitation of forests 
and forest lands in order to meet the increasingly greater needs of the economic 
sectors and the people for wood and the other forestry products. During the past 
several years the exploitation plan norm ‘1s risen to nearly 2 million cubic meters 
of wood a year. In the future, the need for wood will become even greater, as the 
development rate of the national economy and the requirements for improving the 
people's living conditions increase. 


The increasingly greater exploitation task must be accompanied by and be closely 

tied in with the development of forests. Those are two important aspects of forestry 
activities. The development of forests is regarded as the most basic concern of 
forestry, and is the basis of exploitation. The development of forests is con- 
cretized by means of afforestation, improvement, and protection. Ani even while 
exploiting forests it is necessary to also develop forests. That is the spirit of 
the resolution of the Fourth Party Congress, which stated with regami to forestry 
that "Forestry must be developed along the lines of large-scale socialist production. 
Attention must be paid to all aspects: afforestation, forest improvement, the 
protection of forests, and the exploitation of forests." 


In that spirit, during the past several years forestry activities have attained a 
number of good results. Despite the limited mterial-technical bases, ani especially 
despite unexpected floods that have created difficulties for forestry, exploitation 
has still amounted to nearly 2 million cubic meters of wood -- about equal to the 
plan norm -- and met an important part of the needs for state capital construction 
and consumer goods for the people. The overfulfillment of the plan to supply mine 
shaft support beams represented a great effort on the part of the forestry sector 
and the responsible localities. Each year about 100,000 hectares have been affor- 
ested, which has approximately equalled the plan norm, and there have been determined 
a number of appropriate trees which have high economic value with regard to both 
northern and southern forests. 


The broad popular afforestation movement has continued to be developed, and has begun 
to be expanded in the southern province in the form of the movement to create 

"Uncle Ho's orchards.” Such advanced models as the Huong Son, Thong Nhat, and Ke 

Bao state forests and such forestry cooperatives as the Ban Vuoc cooperative in

Hoang Lien Son, the Khuoi Nghien cooperative in Ha Tuyen, the Son Ha cooperative in 
Nghe Tinh, and the Binh Minh cooperative in Thanh Hoa have done a rather good job of 
both aspects -- exploiting and developing forests -- and have effectively combined 
forestry with agriculture and production with commerce, 


In addition to those results, with regard to forestry activities there are still 
important and urgent problems which must be posed and resolved, as soon as possible. 
Some of them are alarmingly serious. 


Two widespread phenomena are an imbalance between exploiting and developing forests 
and the waste of natural resources during exploitation. The requirements of state 
plans with regard to exploitation are increasingly great, but forest reserves have 
tended to decline to a worrisome degree. Of the 5 million hectares of lumber 
forests, about 2 million hectares are exploitable. But the wood reserves are not 
great, and are gradually becoming poorer. Millions of hectares of wood forests 
have, within the course of only a few years, become wasteland and scrub forests, 
and some have become denuded hills. 


The development of forests by means of afforestation, upkeep and improvement, and 
protection has not amounted to much. Forestry activities tend heavily toward 
exploitation, usually exploitation of the “cut down trees wherever it's convenient” 
variety, with no respect being paid to the technical rules and regulations. It is 
estimated that in exploitation as much as 60 or 70 percent of the wood is wasted, 
principally bark, branches, and small trees which have utiligation value but are 
allowed to not in the forest. In actuality, when one million cubic meters of wood 
are brought out of the forest that means that theree times as many trees have been 
cut down. Furthermore, forest fires, some in forests with valuable wood (ironwood 
trees, resin-producing pine trees, etc.) that extend over areas of thousands of 
hectares, break out during the dry season every year. The illegal cutting down of 
trees for personal benefit is widespread in nearly all forested areas. 


In order to meet the needs for wood and the other forestry products according to 
plan, a measure of foremost importance is to achieve positive, solid balance between 
development and exploitation, with development serving as the basis. We must enable 
forest development to stabilize ani to keep ahead of exploitation requirements. 


All exploitation tasks must be closely tied in with the requirements of forest 
development. The drafting of sub-plans and plans is the first task in exploitation, 
and is intended to categorize forests as to which are of sufficient age to be 
exploitable, which are to be maintained, reafforested, improved, etc. Specific 
plans for each forest area and observance of regulations and rules in exploitation 
are also intended to protect and develop forests. We must only cut down trees that 
are of age, refrain from cutting down underage trees, refrain from damaging the 
other trees, and clean up and replant immediately after trees are harvested. All 
branches and treetops must be collected in omer to fully utilize trees -- at least 
70 to 80 percent of the total. Most of our country's wood forests are natural, wild 
forests which can rapidly be transformed into economic, man-made forests by means of 
appropriate, positive measures. 


In addition to the forests now being exploited, it is necessary to expand the useful 
forest area by promoting reafforestation, maintenance, and the creation of new 
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forests, and by gradually transforming wild, scrub forests -- of which there are now 
millions of hectares -- into forests with economic value. Forestry should be 
developed along the iines of large-scale socialist production, progressive commer- 
Clal and technical measures should be taken, and forestry should be combined with 
agriculture, so that forests are regarded as being gardens. 





The laws, statutes, and regulations regarding the protection of forests must be 
strictly observed. Illegal acts must be dealt with appropriately, and people who 
do a good job of protecting forests must be rewarded. 


Forests are the property of the entire population. Everyone must munifest cons- 
clousness of collective mastery and, along with the responsible sectors, protect 
that valuable property. The existing 5 million hectares of forests, if well 
exploited and accompanied by increasingly greater forest development, will be a 
priceless natural resource of the nation. 


The dry season, which has just begun, is also the forest exploitation season. The 
localities and forestry bases must go all-out to fulfill their forest exploitation 
and development plans, begin a new phase for forestry,and enter the 1961-195 five- 
year plan period with good prospects.

GRANARY NETWORK BUILT IN MEKONG DELTA PROVINCES

(Text ] In addition to preparing the material bases to serve the mobilization of 
grain in 1961, nine provinces in the Mekong Delta are setting acide the various 
kinds of materials to construct a network of granaries and drying patios in the key 


rice-growing areas. 


Kien Giang Province has a plan for constructing rice granaries with a capacity of 
40,000 tons, which will increase the total storage capacity to 110,000 tons. On 
the average, each village will have an additional granary with a capacity of 
between 1,500 and 2,000 tons, and tens of thousands of square meters of drying 
patios. Dong Thap Province is urgently constructing granaries with an additional 
capacity of 15,000 tons in the districts in the Hong Ngu, Tam Nong, and Cao lanh 
rice areas. In addition to restoring medium and small granaries with a capacity of 
80,000 tons, Minh Hai Province is concentrating on the construction of many addi- 
tional granaries to serve the mobilisation of the main rice crop. 


The provinces of the Mekong Delta are examining the existing bags and are mending 
the old, torn bags so that they can used to mobilize the main rice crop. The 
provinces of Hau Giang, Dong Thap, and Cuu Long have formed a force of porters, bag 
menders, and bag markers to assure sufficient bags when rice is transported to 
district and provincial granaries.

STATUS OF PHA LAI, DONG HOI POWER PLANTS REPORTED

[ VNA News Release: “Construction Rate of Pha Thermoelectric Plant Stepped Up, 
Construction of Dong Hoi Power Plant Completed" 


[Text] Construction Corporation No 18 and the units participating in the construc- 
tion of the Pha Lai Thermoelectric Plant have concentrated their efforts on con- 
structing such project items as the turbine building, generator No 1, smoke stacks, 
water circulation pumping stations, etc. They have simultaneously constructed 
housing, the consumers’ water system, the network of construction roads, con- 
struction surface areas, etc. Thousands of square meters of housing have been 
brought into use. Additional tens of thousands of square meters of housing are be- 
ing urgently constructed. 


Materials have been prepared at a rate that keeps up with the construction rate. 
More than 2,500 cubic meters of granite for constructing smoke stacks were trans- 
ported to the mixing station chute. Increasingly larger numbers of barges carrying 
iron and cement are arriving at the port. The transportation enterprise repaired 
three tow boats. In the past, the trucks transporting rocks at Yen Cu made only 

two to four trips a day, but now they make six trips. The enterprises participating 
in constructing the smoke stack of the pumping station excavated and transported 
1,000 cubic meters of earth and rock, poured more than 370 cubic meters of founda- 
tion and structural concrete, and manufactured more than 200 tons of steel reinfor- 
cement rods. 


Construction Enterprise No 7 of Coal Corporation No 3 of the Ministry of Power and 
Coal recently completed the construction of the Dong Hoi power plant, with a capac- 
ity of 14,000 kw, which the Soviet Union designed and equipped. The cadres and wo 
workers overcame many difficulties, organized transportation, stored ami installed 
equipment, and brought the project into use before the deadline. The enterprise's 
construction unit for the first time installed a 4,000 KVA diesel gererator. It 
gained experience as it worked, had the all-out assistance of the Soviet techni- 
clans, and did a good job of meeting the economic and technical norms. 
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'NHAN DAN' EDITORIAL PROMOTES SALARY-ACCORDING-TO-OUTPUT SYSTEM

[Text |} In improving economic management and enterprise management, hundreds of 
state production bases in the different sectors have effectively utilized specific 
forms of paying salaries for work completed: paying collective groups for final 
output, paying collective groups in accordance with graduated unit prices, and 
paying for completed construction projects. Because they have done a good job of 
applying that form of salary payment, many enterprises have taken the initiative in 
continuing to increase production, have improved management at the base level, and 
have gradually increased the workers’ income from salaries and bonuses. That is a 
step forw rd in combining planning with cost accounting and in using direct economic 
levers at the base level. 


Due to incorrect understanding, some enterprises have applied the system of paying 
Salaries according to output arbitrarily, and without making sufficient preparations. 
Some places regard the payment of salaries according to output as merely a disguised 
way to increase the income of workers, so they have lowered the labor expenditure 
norms, maintained outmoded norms in order to raise the unit value for paying salaries 
according to output, become lax in quality control and in testing products, etc. 

The result has been that salaries and bonuses have increased rapidly but production 
and labor productivity have not increased. The enterprises’ salary expenses have 
exceeded their ability to meet those expenses; there is an imbalance between their 
production and their salary budget; and the enterprises’ financial activities are 
chaotic. Therefore, such enterprises must usually juggle their books and deceive 

the upper-echelon management organ in order to obtain additional salary funds with 
which to pay salaries. Some places even use funds for capital construction and for 
purchasing raw materials to pay salaries, are dishonest in cost accounting, and 
distort figures in order to increase the volume of production, or lower the norm for 
delivering principal products to the state so that they can market the products 
themselves to obtain cash. The situation of concealing production capabilities, 
inflating the number of workers, etc., still exists in some places when drafting the 
191 plan. Those dishonest working methods in fact amount to the theft of socialist 
property and weaken the state economy. They must be resolutely overcome. 








Further expanding the form of paying salaries according to output in the sectors is 
a progressive policy which has a positive effect on the production situation and on 
the lives of the workers. A matter of principle in implementing the system of pay- 
ing salaries according to output is to, no matter in what form, cause the labor pro- 
ductivity rate to increase more rapidly than the average salary rate for the enter- 
prise as a whole, and expenditures for salaries as part of the production costs of 
a unit of production must be sowered in comparison to the past and to the planned 
levels. And therefore, the income and salary of people paid according to output 
will be increased principally by efforts in labor, the rationalization of produc- 
tion, and the improvement of techniques, so that ina given unit of time it is 

pr ble to produce many high-quality products, economically use materials, and 

as © the safety of equipment. 


If they are to do a good job of paying salaries based on output, the production 
units must carry out such principal tasks as establishing and perfecting progressive 
average labor expenditure norms, while assigning toworkersa complete set of techni- 
cal inspection, and the testing of products must be strengthened. In addition to 
justly and rationally distributing salaries it is necessary to apply a system of 
clear material responsibility with regard to collectives and individual workers. 

The management organs must pay attention to rectifying the organization of produc- 
tion, rationally organizing labor, improving working methods, and creating the 
necessary material conditions so that the workers can produce contentedly and do a 
good job of fulfilling the plan norms and tasks that are assigned. The combined use 
of political-ideological education, social psychology, and administrative measures, 
along with other economic stimulation measures, including concern for improving 
living conditions and expanding collective welfare for workers, are indispensable 
measures in the process of organising the payment of salaries based on output. 


The upper-echelon management organs play an important role in encouraging the bases 
to do a good job of paying salaries based on output by providing specific guidance 
and promptly improving such re’evant management systems as those regarding the 
supplying of materials and raw materials, the planning of salary funds, and the 
management of payments from the enterprise salary funds.
